Encelidon had no ſooner curſcd the day of his 
Birth, Fortune, Loue, Heaucn, Earth,and Hell, that 
thus had tonſpired againſt his Fayth ; but faynted 
with remorce,andas it he would plead the. deft 
of Nature, not Malice, fell downe.in Xaztippus 
armes,and bade him net ſpare.to ridd the world 
of ſucha wretch . Buthcein a ſtrange contrarictic 
comforted him with preuention, and that there 
was nothing remedileſſe; yea coniured him by all 
the names of lite, nanhood,ſetled loue,inſeperable_ 
contrafts,and what clſe a ſweete oratory might in- 
ferre,to rayle vp his ſpirics; and if need were, not 
to defiſt : For alchough his infamy and diſhonor 
muſt leauea ſcaudall to Xartippes in his partalitics : 
yet what would hee notdoe to ſaue:the life of £1- 
celigon : Cheare thy (elfe therefore, and onely 
change the name of Fxcelzdon, and Eucaſta can 
know no other, but that thou art Xx antippss : Fer 
Xantippus onely can difcouer, who is Encelidon. 
Beenot diſmayde, I priſethee ar a great rate; and 
rather then Ercelsdon ſhould miſcarry, Xantippus 
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will be without Zucafs . Heere grew the conten-

Inthe 
time of this wantonnefie, onthe borders of Capa- 
docia was refident as Prouncial Goucrnor Prazus, 


«2 Gent, of an ancient houſe and.great cſtate, had 


notthe crueltic of the warres walted the ſame; but 
now ſomewhat reſetled by his owne endcauenrs 
and policie,and in reaſonable good grace with 
the kipg opeces for his ſeruice; hee thought ypon 
nothing ſo much as the addition of Honour to his 
houſe : but apprehending a kinde of crror in the 
kings wants, who was counted toccxchang fauour 
for money, and vnwilling to giue him cauſe of dis 
ſaſting,confidering that aduancements depend on 
the pleaſure ofthe Prince; hee.conferred with his 
4riends aboutthe king, and ſuch whom {ſeruice ar 
Court had cſpecially graced: fo that perceiuing 
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the vie of their fauour, he compared himſeifeto , 
a man ready for entrance into ſome pleatant Gal- ,\ 
lery, wherof he.had therig hr, but another keep- , 
eththe Key :at laſt reaſon, reward, or his owne. . 
worth preuailed with them, & they inferred to the 
King the necesſitie ofthe gouernment, the deſcart 
of the Gent. not. without addition, how hee had 
loſthis Gaodes, ſpenthis Reuencwes, and haſlar- 
ded his Lite : thus was the King prepared, Then 
proceeded they further by putting him in memo- 
rie;how the Vertuous expeCt a Recompence, as 
well as the VV icked deſeruc Punifhment': And | 
laily, as the ſtring, which yeelded the ſweete ' 
ſound of the Mulicke, ihey: touched this, that a 
preſent ſamme of Mony and yecarely Reuenewes, 
would come into the Treafurie , 1 will rot lay it 
preunayled; but the King moſt graciouſly . enno- 
bled him with the title of. Exarchate, and confli. 
ted him Gouernour during lite, according to the. 
Lawes of the Land; whereyppon now the Lord 
Praxus was. cnforced to ity.: Menzdemnus. for a 
competent portion of money to defray his charges, 
thatthe entrance into his new Honour in. good 
faſhion might eſtabliſh the opinion of the people 
by applaudinghis worth, This-was a wretch 1i- 
weg 1a the ltrength and delicateft place of ailtha 
Kingdomes and had culled out the ſweeteſt dwel- 
lings,and peeces of Land to-make his Inheritance 
iufticiear, like a skilfull Marchant who determi- 
ning te 10urney into a ſtrange Country, and con: ®?

der: | mpudenc delight to heare of an others Ouer- 
throw,or Decay; and inhumane erueltie, if the er- 
rour or 1ncoi:uenences of lite draue men into his 
danger: Batto fe him about his owne houſe ac- 
companicd with Peſants all ll apparelled, as him 
ſelic {weaty, greaſy, duſty naſty, and what-els ma- 
keth a man odious, would ſhew a yery comicall 
Tragedy. 
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Tragedy : And if neceſsitie wreſted the disbur. 
fing of ſome (mail ſumines, hee would excruciate 
him ſelfe; but when the State compelled his ac-

I cannot with patience deſcribe it; him-ſcltelike a

W uh ſuch a fellow was Praxs to deale with- 
all, and had ſo many delayes, ſuch excutes, ſuch 
toreſweatings, yea teares from his eyes flowing 
fcom anhipocciicall keart, that he knew not whe- 
cher to Jauzh,orto beangry : atlaſt vpon ſufficient 
ſecuritic ofa Morgage 3 a Lordſhip, on which hee 
hadlong 1tnce calt his eyes for his younger Sonne, 
Itke him that overlookerh a flocke of Sheepe to

Cleonidas to the Pallace, as well to gratcfic his 
ycrtue, asto pay his Soldiers: hcere had he fight 
and con'erence with Perinehum the Kinges ſecond 
daughter, and whether the opinion of his owne 
worth,or the vofained afteQion vnto her, induced;

continual] repugnancy berth in ſveech & aftion ſhe- 
wed rather a icorne,then neglect of his ſuite :chis 
agrauated his greife,bur notextenuated |.is paſiio, 
becauſe quelſtionleſle ſubieQed ro her perfeRion, 
and now debarred from the thinge hedefired, he 
reſembled a man in a continuall feuer, ſtill longing, 
for what he is forbidden, andJoathing whar 1s pre- 
ſcribed : Atiaſt rather enflamed, then enamored, 
he yrged Opacrs conſent, who to be pingnch:

particulers, and Time made the ypſhor with £cx- 
pcRable iſle : For his Sonnes,  Artabazes and 
Olmus ſhewed intheir bringing vp great hope, and 
in their Fathers life Honourable gouernment : 
But the aged Armenus multfatisfie. his debtco the 
whole worlds creditor, & leaue them inthe world 
like W axe wrought with a warme hand ready for. 
any impreſsion. Ar laſt; ſorrow ouerpaſled the 
time af her ceremonious ſadneſſe, and the noble 
Artabazes without diffticultic or repining, inuc: 
ſted him feife withhe royalties of both Armenias, 
Aſviria, and many Provinces annexed to his Em+ 
pire; and ſe two eſpeciall occaſions lifted vp their 
heades to:make them ſclues knowneto the King + 
The one,a Celebration-of his Matiage with Ex- 
phamia heyre of Arach and the three Arabias : Tho

tending to a perfeR eſtabliſhment, they found

vertuous Spring, hee queſttonleflc layed a ſure 
foundation,as your ſ{clues (if you will affoord mee 


a little patience) may witneſle, 


For the fitſtthing he yndertooke,was the peop- 
ling a mighty Citty in the hartofhis Realme, and 
ereQing a ſuwptuous Pallace in the middeſt of 
the Towne; thata reſeptacle of all ſorts, whom 
controuerſics compelled to tryall of Lawes, this 
ordained to efpeciall perſons, whom honour in- 


cited to follow the Court. The Buildings not yer 


ſo much beautified with externall curiouſneſle, 
as firme ſtatclinefle : and the Pallace an innention 
of olory and ctcrnity: as bauing ſure walles, well 
proportioned largneſle, ſtatcly lightes,cafy Staires, 
great Entries, Princely Galleryes, conuenient 
Lodginges, -videand magnificent gates, apantcd 
Offices, holſome walkes, fweete Gardens, and 
dellicate Nurſeries : But'what was this to the 
(cituation 8 polliticke aduancement, the ground 
work<e it {elke mounted two Furlonges higher 
then the other buildinges, and the metation $ni- 
ſhed with the circuit of a Thouſand yardes, all 
contained within the deepenefle of a double Meat 
ro which induſtry ofman had drawne ypthe vio- 
2 og ih © lence 
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lence of many fpringes, and the circomference 
of a triple Wall : yet did aſtealing hill in ſuch 
foft: vpriſing dire@- thee, that what with the 
brauery of the Marbell paucd ſtrectes, and the 
comlineſſe of the euen built houſes waling foure . 
great waycs of two hundred foot in breadth, eight 
hundred yardes in length- frem the Cittic gate 
rochefirſt Pallace wall, thow-wouldeſt have been 
delighted in the iorny, and wondred with what 
pleaſure thou hadſt attained to ſuch height : thus 
was it fironge to with Rand inſurre&tion, and 
in the mideſt for the better commaund of the Cit- - 
tie, and caficr prouifion of the Palface: like the. 
heart coujoracd with the body, and the nouri- 
ſher of life to all. the members, they flouriſhing + 
by the ſtrength of it, and that profpering by the 
good orderlef them : Thus was it princely to re- 
ſaſcitate regarde, becauſe the ſtate of Maieſtie 
may not be confounded with communitie, bur 
retaine- ſpeciall renerence . Thus was: it-namee 
CArmamirands that the people in remembring 
their well affeted Prince might conceiuc he forgot. 
not his rauch deſeruing parentes, 

The next matcer of import was to vnuaile the 
groſeneſſe of errors, and to reduce the goucrn- 
ment to yniformitie, which conſiſting in the ad- 
mittance of yertue and men louing vertue for yer- 
tues ſake, ſcleed ſuch, whole integritic of life, 
an& prudent diretions warranted: their worth 
for any purpoſe,as for follie cither of herſelfe loth- 

| ſome, 
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ſame,or bewicched with impictic abhominable} 
ſhe was altogeather baniſhed : the perſan-whoſo- 
eur reieted for the impetieAion, ard-the imper- 
fetion imputed rathertoſcorne of diſcipline, then 
eaturall defet. This madethe good goec forward 
in a well tredenpath, and the bad defiſt from ac- 
couſtomedill life, to which they-were as it-were 
direed, by reaſon ſo great a king made himſcie 
exemplary by his owne pet in 1adgeent, 
trueth of word, repoſedneſlc of ſpeech, cheare- 
fulueſſe ofaſpe&, ſecrecic of buſineſle imparted, 
tolicrationof inconuenicnces, reſolutionetcntc- 
priſes, heroyicke- proceedinges -in matters of 


 Armes, conſtanciein afflition, and at all times 


reuerence towrad the Gods, _ " 
The officers of his houſe were ſuch, whoſe de- 


'meanour ſollicited Honour to -rcmember their 


worth, or vertue beautified, that Honour. before 
collatedto them: yet was no man truſted to the 
libertie of his owne' will, but receiued- theſe -in- 
firuQtions, to accknowledge the dignitic -of a 
kinges, perſon, to maintaine the ſecretes of ſtate 
2nd Court, te perpetrate ne fa incurring the 
crime oof Maicſty,to detraQ no time nor occafion, 
which might ſer foorththe honour, off his king- 
domego admit no vaworthy perſon,as an officer 
in Court, -to hinder no wans advancement, that 
had mcrited his place, and to depraue, nor depriue 
no complainant, till his.cauſe were -iudicially 
heard, ; 5 EY 
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His prouigence'appoynted a Huncred Sena- 
tors,as Prefidents of Prouinces diſpct ſed tarowgh 
the Empire ; to whom he commited Cauſes of 
incombrances, and Petitions of the people 3 nur 
yet withdrawing bim ſelfe from Cuntrouet fies of 
importance,nor forbidding to ſocake, whom In- 
juries epforced; ſo that the Proucde and Mighty 
were depreſl:d, the Weake and Innocent com- 
forted,and the W otthily regarded,coufirmed, 

The Prieſtes-had charge:te watcn late, to riſe 
carly,to be ſpate of-Diet, ſober inſpeaking,paticnt 
in ſuffering, boly in conucrſation, feruent in exe- 
cation of Sacrifice, impartiall in repretention, yn- 
tainted.wirh private malice, no hoorders of Trea- 
ſure, adminitters of wants, and keepers of their 
owne houſes, 

The Noeble-men reziant in their Countries rea 
ceiued tneſ(e inſtructions, To have their Houſes 
ſtored with ſeruiceable Attendants,ſuch as ſhould 
neither be rafh, quarrellers, Iyers, blafphemers, 


gluttonous, gameſters, lecherous, or infamed : 


All which might be czfily auoyded, or quickly 

prevented, if tacy them ſelucs were milde, honeſt; 

ſober, ſilent, patient, familiar, and deuoute: net» 

ther murmuring at me haunts of Brothers, Vacles, 

Cooins, and all other of tncir kin; nor denying 

to ſucceur the neceisities of poore Allies; or (ſup- 

piying the wantes of craving Strangers, whoſe c:- 

zorced aduerfitic deſeraed compaſsion, 

I ncludges of the Kingdome, and Iuftices of 
 JIOD each: 
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cach diuifion were preſcribed rules touching then: 
ſelues, aud had a commishon concerning others: 
touching themſelucs inno fort to be 1rregular, not 
Jauiſh in rauntes, not arrogating 'yoproper titles; 
no vtterers of baſe reproches, no nouriſhers of 
impatience, no deriders of former inſtances, no 
deipiſers of ciuillitie, nor others ignorance, and 
aboue all no deniers of juſtice, nor ſtrangers to 
religion : concerning the people to make jtronge 
weaknefle, ro commend courage, to prouide be- 
fore enforcement, to chaſtiſe diſſolution, to ſuc 
cour in time,to appeaſe ſedition, to obſerue con- 
formitie, to cleareſuſpition, to remedie heuineſle, 
and to temper the momentary ioyes of proſpe- 


TIty « 


The Gent : whoſe youth added luſtineſſe to 
deſire, and ſufficiency to willingneſſe, were ad- 
uſed (with this caueat not to {urpaſle their de- 
grees, er endanger cheir eſtates) to learne moral- 
litie, as an ornament of the minde, and praQiſc 
to be aQtiue for the enabling their bodies, cither 
to Courtly paſtimes, as the Prince delighted, or 
ro W arres neceſſitie, as the Common wealth 
enforced, whereby was put in vſe the running 
of rafes, the ſwiſtneſle of Foormanſhip, the wraſt- 
ling by armes, the breakipg of Horſes,the fleight 
of rhe Launce, the caſting of Dartes, the benctit 
of Slinges, the ſtroke of the Sword, the wearing 
of Armour, and the aduantage of other weapons : 
beſides the ſpare time of Countries repoſe was 
beſtowed 
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beſtowed in taming of Beaſtes by pollicy, force, 
deuiſe of Toyles,. deceite of pittes, courfing of 
Dogges, or cunning of Horſmanſhip: In catching 
Fowles by counterfeit of Voyce, limings of buſh, 
placing of Ginnes, and exerciſe of Hauking :In 
ſnaring of Fiſh, by {kill of Hooke, groping by 
hand, caſting the Net, opening the ſluce, or poy- 
ſoning the poole. 

The Marchant was made acquainted totraue!! 
abroad, to obſcrue his Martes, to learne nauigati- 
on, to abſtaine from curioſity, to apply himſclfc 
to the place of his Trade, to cxchange his com- 
modities, to be certaine of his admitrance, and to 
makedifference inthe choiſe of his Marchandiſe, 
according to the variety of Countrics, each af- 
fording natures bountie, and the carthes plentie, 

The Countri-man had theſe informarions totil! 
the ground, to Plough their ſeaſons, ro Suw their 
Corne,to reape the bleſlings,to howfe theic Stuffe, 
to order their Cattel], to Plant fruite, ro fow A- 
corns, toſet VWoad, to quicke Ditches, to Graine 
Marſhes, to ſtocke Rootes, to caſt Pundes, ro 
ſheare Sheepe, to trim VV ooll, tro weaue Cloth... 
to ſpinne Linnin, to drefle Hony, and to praftiſe 
whatſocger labour might atraine to, or conceite 
imagine, 

The Arttficers were imploycd to build ſtrong. 
!y,to Wallwith ſtone, to ftreogthen with 1ron, 
to make watme withGlafle, to heaw Timber, to 
vurne Brickes, to grate in Mettail,to caſt Armour, 
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to digge Mines, to ſearch Welles, to deuiſe for 
Shipes, to Tana Leather, and to furniſh townes : 
ſo that nothiug was left yndone, which belonged 
tothe vſe of man, nor any thing deue according 
not to reaſon and wiſdome. 

Thus (noble Princes) flouriſhed the Common- 
avealch five Luſtrams togeather, yntill a wanton 
Securitie ſet on worke the worſt part of mans ma- 
lictouſneſſe,and made cuery paltry Controuetſie 
rather awicked Cauell, then a neceſſary. Com- 
plain: For in ſhortrime, many Sycephants grew 
ij _ tnche Common-wealth, (like ſome ſtrange Dil. 

| « caſe on aninfeftcd bedy,which either carclcfneſſe 
'' « or wilfulneſſe negle&ed to cure, vntill it became 
« y|cerous and paſt redrefle,) who neuer deliſted 
« from wrong information betwixt Neighbour 
and Neighbour ; whereby they began in Difplea- 
ſure, and ended in Deſpight . Many ambitious 
ſpiritsnot able to beare out them ſeiues, ſuffred 
Enuie to intavgle one another with infinite out- 
rages; fo thatif one Cauſe were determined, ten 
AQtions were commenced : and many diucliſh 
Polliticians prying vnder-band into the demex- 
nors of mcn,cither brought them: within apparant 
Default, er ſuborned W itnefle againſt them as, 
inftingers of the Law; whereby cuery man feared 
me converſation hee kept, and repining Hurlt- 
burlics in a manner mutinied againſt the permit- 
ters: but eſpecially when the King(growing might- 
rie and rich, by reaſon diners aduantages brought 
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them within penaltic of ſome Statute* and Forfe- 
rures,) became ſomewhat carelcſlc in ſuch parti 
culars,as before his Father and himſcifc had oucr- 
lookt : Then were ynder Officers !eft like vn- * 
skiltull Pilots in a dangerous Voyage and there ® 
aroſca yery feare of contuſion amongſt the peo- ” 
ple, and lacked but a Head to draw them into 
ation; which though it was net tuſtifiable in 
the wrong courſe fo to bee vndeitaken, yet 
was to bepitricd in the reaſons, they inferred of 
redreſle, 

For ſpeaking the truth, the men in authority 
(cſpertially ro whom the determining of contro- 
uerfies weare appoynted) not onely made benefit 
of the contentions of the people, but for the in- 
fatiableneſſe of the bencht ſubuerted the firſt 
good intent of the lawes with quillites and detratt- 
ing, being cunning indeed in nothing but detrac- 
ting : befides, touching priuat humours, this ri- 
diculous crofſeneſle chaunced, that where their 
owne 2riginalls were for the moſt part baſe and 
obſcure, they inthe {corne and inveightog againſt 
others, laboured yet to ennoble themfſelues and 
their Children : Heere alſo was added the errors 
of higher officers cucry one ſtriuing to aduance 
his fiiend and follower to fuch places, which other 
menexpeCted for dcſert, or had woane with time 
of ſcruice and attendancie nor was this ſufticicnt, 
but the Common wealth was buithencd with 
ſtrange impoliciones,& diuers 4760p917es brought 
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only benefite ro ſome few perſons to the generall. 
repining and complaint of. the kingdome : For 
the better fort ſtomached to ſee their honour 
checked and controuled : The men of Armes dil- 
caine:}tobe yicd-like Rowers, which are worne 
« hiil never ſo lirtle fading : T he religions, like their 
* profesſion, were rather cſteemed for a pollecie 
to keepethe people in awe, then in neceflity ro 
tremble at any indgment to come : other Artiſts 
poore for lacke of praQtiſe, and therefore deſpiſed: 
the Countryman ſoubborne, malitious, and yet 
outwardly humble enough, ynderſtanding bur by 
others inſtruKions, anda little ſoothed, brought 
into a Fooles Paradiſe: Only the Cirtiſen made 
200d ſhift, by reaſon nauigation was to be main- 
tained, and the entercourſe of people beſtowed 
their Mony amongſt them: yer deſiſted they not 
from fiaiſter mcanes in gathering of wealth, and 
cruellextremitic in extorting aduantages, quickly 
ſuggeſted by baſe Brokers and petty Lawiers, 
who in the enJ made them reſemble that cnui- 
* ous mar, who wiſhed one of his eyes tobe puld 
© our, {o his companion might loſe both, which 
* wrought ſo great feare (by reaſon Conſcience ac- 
culed them oi io many faultes,) that they quickly 
gned themfelues, and when there was no ſuch 
112g meant,confcnted to any impoſition to main- 
tai:.c their |;Þertics, 
Thus grew the name of Lawyer and Officer 
more 


while they keepetheir ſcent, but caſt onthe Dung- 
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' -more hatefull, then orderly execution: For their 
Pride and Wealth made them reſpe& no body 
but themſelues 3 nor any thing, but their owne 
prefice : Now when Pride and Couctouſteſſc 


were yoked togeather,like ymamed Heifers vader 
the hand of an ynskilfull workeman, the Plough

went quickly afide with 1]| holding, andthe Com- 
mon-wealth grew full of VW ecdes for lacke of ſea- 
ſonable tillage; which was a long ttme marked, 
and as long concealtd by the Kings brother 0/wmus, 
whe quickly apprehended the miſlike of the peo- 
ple, and as quickly cntertained ſome ſtrange 
hope in the appcehenſion;nor wanted their meanes 
and helpes to betray his concerts, For ſome indu- 
ced him to takethe defence of the people into his 
hands; others diſperſed Libels of detamation a- 
_ gainſt the State : Some whiſpered agaioſt the King 
for not reforming theſe enermitics ; others darcd 
to buzzc in the peaples cares,that O/mms was of an 
ather diſpoſition; who in-decd by this time,afteCt- 
ing a kind of popularicic, ſoothed each complaut 
with a pittifall bchauijour roward many Suters, 
and fayre Promiſes to ſtand them in what ſtcad 
he could : whereupon they flocked on eapes, and 
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eArtabazss, SY RT Hen LCArtabazes ynderſtood the truth, 
fremaching \ and that Enuphamia pleaded the hazard of 
his Brothers ber ſ-ife and Children, he darſt not giue 
preſumption way yto the milchiefe, for there was 
_— N #4#- 19 ſitting ill in hearing of Innouation, bur pub- 
1,981 KU [hed an appar, dike of thete beginnings, and 
Lin i: i, bed anapparant mif.ke ot thele beginnings, an 
Horiburly proclaimed againſt his Brother, for taking a wrong 
courſe and cauſe in hand : Now? becauſe the jelow- 
fie ſprung from:ihe hazard of his Crowne anddig- 
nity, it burſt foorth into flames of Deſpight ; with 
which he ment to conſume him, had not ſome 
ſpeciall Coadintors vnderpropped his ambition, 
wierby he was a while reſerued;like a man tratero= 
uſly afited rorthe Top of an high tree, that his fall 
might be the greater, when they lift ro tumble him 
downe,for prefently;diners ciuell W arres enfucd, 
which the people with great tcare and charges 
maintained, and 0/zzus with extremitie and pol- 
Icy continued,as fully refoluce,tiat the fault now 
azgrauarcd would never admit reconfſtiiation : 
[o:nctime paſicd inthis buſinefle, wherin all me- 
divcrity ouerpaſſed (both Country and Cirties 
ſuffering the wrecke of the miſchiefe) whetupon 
atruce was taken, and the king ſeemed contented 
to luc their greenances heard, for which a ſol- 
KCmAC MCectiog was appoynted at Sagarena: but 
Irtapatzes inceriſed to be thus Coorb'd, as he 
thougbr, would by no meanes admutte of other 
Courſe, then his owne pleafure, perſivading his

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ereat heart, or atleaſt his great heart perſwading 
him, thatthe autherity of Kings coolitted 1n coin-

Thus is the day come, and the dignity of the 
King compelled ſome magntficentShew for the 
furniſhing of CAritemns. Firſt; divers Purſe- 
uants at Armwes gane notice of Artebannr ap- 
proch, and a L, Marſhall with a hundred Seruants 
all w:|| appoynted, fo deuided the diſordered mul- 
titude, that the way ſeemed a liuing V all, as if 
the menhad admired direQion by line and leuell: 
thea followed two hundred Courtycrs on-horſe- 
backe richly apparrelled for their owne credits, 
and the Kings Honour : Next marched owne hun- 
dred Gent, on foote all in a Liuveric futable,which 
was a Roabe; cMoriſco faſhion almoſt to the 
ſmall ofthe Legge of flame conlor Vcuet, yet ſo 
darkned with black-ſilke and gold-lace, that you 
mighr eafaly imagine, there was forrow mingled 
with his giory, they had Seacaps cmbrodred for- 
ting to his /mpreſe, ſemiters according, and halfe 
buskins of white.Spaniſh Leather encioſed on the 
outſide with flame coulor Ribbin: Then followed. 
twenty ſpare Horſe, on whom rode fo many Pa- 
ges bcaring ſeuerall ſheilds with his deuice,which 
was a ſhip 1D full Saile betwixt Sczlla and Caribais, 
the Mott, As ill is 18 come, giuing notice histrou- 
bles were not ended, though he ſhould atchecue 
this aduenture :afterthem rod fiue Knights with 
his caſke,Launce,Sword,Shield and Horſe,which

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was trapped ina ſumptuous and curiouſe capariſon 
of Cloth of gold,wrought like flames offier couc- 
red ouer with rowles madelike waues of Sea water 
orcenc Cipers, in ſuch anartificiall looſneſſe ming- 
Icd with the ſtuffe,that you would haue ſuppoſed 
the water to. hauc quenched the fier, andthe ficr 
to haue burned the water, beſides they were 
heoked togeather with grear Claſpes of Gold- 
ſmiths worke ritchly Enameled, but more ritchly 
beautified with Diamonds and Rubies, Preſently 
followed a new faſhion Chariot made like a 
Rocke irremoucably ſanding for all the waucs 
ſeemed impetuous againſt it, which by reaſon of 
the motionof the V heeles tofsing water againſt 
it indeed, like the violence of a Mill, reſembled 
a tempeſtuous Sea : Vnder it, or rather within 
it (atte Awzitemns and Artebanns, who in a plealcd 
grauitic and yct diſpleaſed Countenance gaue the 
people te vnderſtand, his care was not fo much 
for his owne glory, as their ſafry : The Rocke was

Shield, 8 Lauvnce: Then came he himſelfeproud- 
ly mounted, his Armour ſumptuouſly enameled 
withcertaine Croſſe-bowes, which were no way 
tobe bent but by force, butto ſeerthem of Gold- 
ſmiths worke richly embeliſhed with Rubies and 
Opalles, orderly marſhalled all over a Crimſon- 
veluet Capariſonz you would ſure haue taken 
him for the Sonne of IZars,or Seruant of Hover : 
On his left Arme hee ware a Scarfe of Otenge 
curled Cipersall ouer tufted with W omans baire, 
madefaſt ynder buttons of Gold, quadrated with 
rich Diamonds . This Grands beſtowed vpon 
him, as aſſuring ſhee would ſpare neither Hayre, 
nor Heart, to forward the enterpriſe. Laſt of all 
followed diuers companies ot his Armie, not in 
miſtrutt of any vnlookt-for ſurpryſing,burto gtue 
the King notice, their obedience ynto him'was not 
altogeather forced. 
Thus is the commicall Shew preſented, and many 
ſportiue obſeruations ſtreamed about 1n a ſmoth 
channel| : But now entets Death and D:RtruRion 
tobriog ina ragedic,and the Princes ſummoned 
to doe their deuoire, with a gallant ſpeedineſfle 
make a ſtop in the midſt of the race; ſo that what 
with fulneſle of their Strength, the ſwiftneſle of 
their Horſes, the ſurencſle of their Armour, the 
cunning in their Deuiſion, and cheir wuſt Mecting 
togcather : the Launces were weary: of their 
length, and the Knights wight fur necreneſſe 
-tmbxace oneanother : Bur this was ſoone'forgot- 
ten 
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ten, and their voſheathed Swordes put them: in: 
miade,they were drawne to fome purpoſe: ſo be- 
gan agallant Turny, which likewiſe bad his paſ- 
ſage, till Medormns quietly gathering vp the 
raines of his Hlqrfe with his Bridle hand fer bim 
apaine looſely forward, and indeed was the firſt, 
which ſtroke a blow ofaduantage; wherein if hee 
had not ouer-liberally yeeldedto his haſte, it had 
made anexcellent tryall of the delivery, whereas 
itnow flided by without any fefled damage: Bue 
when. Anzitemus felt bim ſelfe burdened with - 
ſmart and ſhame, hee reprehended his ſlacknefle, 
and ſer a taske on his courage-to requite it,which 
by this time, madeanger follow apace x: yer loch co 
Rrike him hehtnde, and yoable to wheele abour, 
with areuerſſe hehithim on rhe fide of his head, & 
comming fortunatly forward, ftroke him againe; 
as1f hee meanttotell him, there was rwofor one; 
Quite was Meadormus out of patience, and fo pur 
an ation of diſtemperature in praftiſe, by bearing _ 
his Shield ouer his Sword with a maine careere 
athis adnerfaric, who.apprehienving'the miſchiete; 
fortiunately receiued it'on the outfide of his;which 
ynable to reſiſt the force, vawillingly deuided it 
ſelfe,and _Unz!temus was glad heefcaped {o, 1up- 
poling'a ſkedder loflefooner recqueret}, then a

the Beaſt had been taughtto fight : Foc with by- 
ting, flinging, ſtrikipg, ſhouldring, m deſpight of 
refiſtance, hee bare Anzitemns Hole and Man to 
the ground; wherein hee-had made-his Maſter 
great, yea ouct-great: RCompenece, it Medormus 
prcſuming to defeat him furcher, had not .oucr- 
haſtely followed,and by ſome misfortune accom- 
panicd him in the diſgrace : which _122itemns 
:tooke in good; part, and with a new chearcful- 
nefſe auoyded his comberſome burden : fo theugh 
Miſchaunce made him firſt fall, yet as good chance 
helpedhimfirſt coriſe ; whereby it appeared, that 
hehada Sword and halfc a Shield againſt a Sword 
alone: yet was this Sword ſo well handled, that 
neither Anzitewnus Armour, nor other additions 
to his courage, couldpreucat a forcible. cntrance

of hertime: andbelike finding inconvenience in 
the obedience of one.man, would not fo ſubie& - 
her youth and liberty any more; whereupon ſhee 
made vicofherexperience, and indeed oucrlibe- 
rally atisfied her pleaſure : Yer with thatdelicate- - 
conueyance, that che fault ſeldomeappexed ; and 
if it did,couldnotbe vrged againſt her.

if be had iflue by her ro proclaime him heirets his 
kingdome, which was performed accordingly:

Now was Damfloris ſole Queene, and with 
her cunning and authoritie, handled her buſineſle 
ſo well, that by aduancivg ot ſome, beſtowing 
of Offices on. others, placing reconſiled Friends 
(leaflt farre oft they might prooue dangerous Ene- 
mites) necrelt her ſcate, and forbearing a time the 
-viuall impoſitions ofthe Kingdome, her fermer 
errqur was forgotten, and they were contented 
-to admit. of her.Sonne Aſcraſapes for Kingz. who 
by this time was. able to, conceiue of matters of 
gaucrument;z and ſecing the. miſeries which the 
Wearres had in.amanner dcuaſtcd all the King- 
-dome with, pollitickly matched with Atreathe 
Daughter of 7 axraxes ſlaine by his Vnckle, ho- 
ping by vaiting both rhe Families togeather, to 
leaue no ſcruple nor doubt. for his ſucceſsion, In 
his timemany troubles. were appeaſed ;, bur what 
he purpoſed the ſtreugth of his ſtate,was his owne 
ouctthrowghkea mandetermining to ip:t poyſon 
ou: of his mouth, but doing it.againftl the winde, 
it flyeth backe againe in his face, and inucnometh *. 
ain as 
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 asIll : Which came to paſſe by having a Sonne 
this 4ftiages now reigning, whom his Mother 
Hitrea brought vp very carcfully, as lookipg 
on him with reuengefull and ambitious eyes to 
waintaine her owne greatnefle,and by his meancs 
to bring to good cnd, what ſhee had long fince 
 deuiſed .* Firſt then, the remembrance of her Fa- 
ther helped forward her hate agaivſt Dawafloris, 
 andthat caded not without eftcQs, and they pro- 
. cured 4ſcraſapes todepoſe her from her regen- 
 eie, by ſoggefting a conference happening be- 
tweene the Mother and Sonne, wherein ſhee dared 
-totel] him, hee muſt reſpe& heras principal cauſe 
of his Honour,and that hee was tyed in a kind of 
-duty toward her, for aduancing him in-this ſort, 
Little needed the Spurre to a forward Horſe little

This Embafic did ,@eridothe deliner with 2 
gallant Hpiric and gracc, -not without inti- 
mation -of -iniuſtice concerning him felfe, -and 
«diuers others baniſhed their naturall Country; 
which in a manner diſtraQted the hearers, by rea- 


Jon theycould not denic what he fayd, nordurſt 
accord to*what hee importuned, and had not their 
preſent peace, but efpetially the vadoubted to- 


wardlincfle.of the Heroijck Trezobero ſuggeſted 
inftoice miſcries, and wretchednefle in the beſt 
change,withonr doubt therewould hauc follewed 
amoſtcerrivle confuſion.

Kalucki yrwilling to triſell, leaſt prouiſion for ſo 
orcatan Armic might be wanting, ſent forward 
the greateft partot his Forces deuided into three 
Battailes vnder the conduR of Sicambus, Mallan, 
Petroſlol, Jami, and Xantippns, all in times paſt of 
hereditary poſſeſsions in. Pontus, 1biria, and Col- 
chiles: and followed himſclfe wirh the reſt quar- 
tered in five partes, vnder the commannd of 
Miſogambus, and Olippo,two ofthe Empreſſe Mul- 
lumalias bretheren, and Barſanzol and Jubar, lonnes 
of Hithraand Delium, twwo Queenes oflate the 
Concubines of Barka : In the mideſt was Kalacks 
himſelfe ſequefred inan Fmypertall Tent, 8 accor- 
ding to the ceremonious reſpe@ of his eſtate, 
neither to bee ſcene nor ſpoken withall, bur at ſpe- 
tiall 
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tiall times : The ordring ofthis buſineſle was not 
committed to ſuch a ſecrerary, but the £mpcrour 
of Trebizond knew the manner of his procce- 
dings: and by that time hehad paſſed Cutaropa fur- 
niſhed himſelfe reaſonabie well: For from 7 aurica, 
the heither Scithia: Ruſſia, and Hiperboret, he had 
one handed Thouſand Auxtiliarres ; our of Coi- 
chidos, Pontus, Iberia, and Paphiazonia he muite- 
red cightie Thouſand : and fiom the Cities of 
Samarchanaa, Trebizond, Merlanes, and Xan- 
tippi he receimed twentie Thouſand well appoin- 
ted, andof better ſpertiallicie, by reaſon they were 
the ſonnes of Noble men, and Crtizens glorying 
in their ancicat freedomes: theſe he kept next his 
perſon, and appoynted Curatſax, Pharcanos, Scy- 
arethemis, & HMithridates ouerſeers of his Guard, 
as-for TreFoboro he ſuffered his forwardn«fle to 
circ@the whole buſiueſicas if his hope rece ucd 
lite, chat ſome action or other might workchis 
miſcarying. 

Thus is the Trumpet of defiance ready to ſound 
on both ſides, yet meanc nor the 7rebizondians in 
fuch ſuddennefle ro pur ito the Tryall of a field, 
becauſe by being poſleſicd of the ftreites and 
paſſages :the cuemie was ſure to leſſen his num- 
bers, and they winn time the Father of many 
contrarietics: but the Circumſtances of this great 
W arre are referred to my booke of Batrailes, 
therefore ouerpaſſe them now, and only certcfic 
you,that when Mepgrelias percetued he was not able 
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to detaine them longer from a day of terror, he 
rooke a Truce for ſeauen dayes, laying openthe 
Trenches,and making the way plaine;as f he deter- 
minedtoentertaine ſlaughter with handſomneſle, 
or let death baue a larger freedomeby eaſe paſ.

a Truce of foarteenc dayes gauc them entercourſe

other, ſacrificing to Fortunc,thathad ſo many waies 
encreaſed her happyneſle, Thus doe the brothers 
to thegreat applauſe of the people,greet one ano- 
ther; andthe ſtate of the SpeQacle would makea 
-yollume in the deſcription : but time muſt de- 
termineall thinges, and theſe great Armies be de- 
uided : ſo Kalwcki with treaſure, Honor, and rc- 
erence returned tothe magnanimous Mullumalla; 
to whom he made an offortory of himſelfe and 
riches, and <Mengrelins with peace, libertie, and 
delight, was welcomed to Trebizond; where pro- 
Apcritieſcemed for the timcto keepe her manlton, 
had not the wrathfull Nemeſis (who never leaucth 
wrong and iniuſticeynpuniſhed) ſent for lelofic 
and Suſpition to attend on her inthe progreſle of 
viſiting cMenegrelins, leaſt the will of the Gods 
ſhould prooue a mockery, and the incuitable de.

with blaſoning his ſonns demeanor,which might 
winn the hearts of the kingome from him : to 
theſe certaine old Councellers, rather ſtomaching 
to ſec their impatience 8 peremptorineſfc abhor- 
red, then daring toſetafoore Btoyles and diſcer;- 
tions, addcd the greatneſle of the charge (conſi- 


-dring the Treaſure was much waſted with their 


laſt buſiceſke) the diforders ofidle attendants, the 
pride of his followers, the ſlendernefle ofthe pre- 
tent Court,all which ſer his thoughts at randome, 
& ſome of chemRumbled onthe wreſted.interpre- 
rations of the propheſie, which Mepgretins (fearing. 
moſt the blow, that came laſt)abſolutely beteeued, 
began to draw neerer and neerer to the full eftet, 
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andſo beganaſtranve manner of Melancholy, ſc- 
-queſtring him ſelfe from conuerſation; and when 
- neceſsitie compelled him abroad, hee grew impati- 
en: and itrigular : bur the greateſt cauſe of his diſ- 
-4uiet,accrewed from the ſuggeſtion of divers, who 
through the crcdite of Belgorundo, made cuecry 
paltry appearance ofalitleskill co carry the trac 
countenance of Learning and Diuioation, by put- 
ting in.praQiſe the Cabaliſticall Art, Eg yptian 
-CharaCters, Aftronomicall Figures, Hierogliphicall 
repreſentations, Augnring s,and Pithonicall Incan- 
rations; which with ſome flender likelihood were 
iotermixced : '1o that the Court ſwarmed with a 
rroope of diucliſh Aſtrowemers (a kind of people 
alwayes forbidden, and alwayes rctained)' whoſe 
ſtrange Attireand Demeanour, gaue occafion of 
Jaughter and aſtoniſhment: the people counting 
them wiſe andextraordinary ; the better ſort der1- 
ding them,as buffonns and decciuers. 
Wi ith ſuch illuſions was Mcngrelzns quite caried 
from him ſelfe,and on aſodaine conſented to a de- 
.cree,that nene(of what eſtate ſocuer)ſhould inter- 
meddle with the Emperors retyering,nor appoynt 
extraordinary meetings without the verge of-the 
'Court,which was ſtrangely taken at the firſt : but 
T rez#bors diſcoucring the ſecret, was contented to 
Tepaireto the Pallace; which his preſence quickly 
filled with entercourſe of people, and the applauſe 
range by the Empefors carcs; who 1n-ſhort time 
-mifliked it farre worſe then the other, as almoſt by 
CeyC- 
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eye-witneſle perceining, he meant to nfiquate into 
the vulgar opinion to irritea fation: From hence 
a plaine diſpleaſure aroſe by commaunding the 
Princeto depart the Court: then wrought bis ab- 
ſence beliete of euery thing reported; and added 
withall,that the opportunitie made him ſtudy on 
the diſgrace,and fo prepare the reucnge; (For in- 
deed there wanted not thoſe, which propoſed to 
Trezoboro his Fathers cruelty at the beginping, 
his wretched hate now, the errours of many men 
about him; and that there was no reaſon he ſhould 
permit the indigaitie: but theſe he ſuffered as Spi- 
ders in ao houſe ſcruing to gather the Poyſon and 
Venomeofthe Ayre, thatthe reſt may be more 
ſweeteand holſome:} till atJaſt, a wretched ſur- 
miſe diſplaied the enſiugnes of bate againſt him 
which was too true, by reaſon all his fauourites 
and attendarits were remooued, or negleed, Ca- 
liſthenes aman of an high linage, anddilicat wite, 
which by ſome extraordinary pleaſantnes gotthe 
pame of Good conceit;and yertill now made gra- 
tious with the Empreſſe, was checked with the 
tearme of »#i#zas for ſlender glauncing atthe Zmpe- 
rors melancholy. Another demanding but the cauſe 
of the Princes ſequeſtration, was impriſoned. A 
third, making a Satiricall InueQtion againſt eſpeci- 
all perſons,was publickly whipt, A fourth,ſaying, 
the Prince was more worthy ſubmicred ro the ex- 
ecuticn of a ſeuere Iudgement : which tnade a 
greatalteration;and to be plaine,flacked the reuce 
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rence and dutic cuct borne toward him, 
Thus cemainedall places full of rumours, where- 
in confuſion fpred many diſpoſitions abroad:ſome 
Eying the Zmwror was ill direfted, or worſe in- 
clined: ſome thatthe Prince was cauſeleſly wron- 
g:d; {ome layed thefault on priuate perſons, who 
hauing along time ſwaicd. rhe Common-wealth, 
feared icaſt the quicke conceite of others would 
dercCt their ill gouernment, and therefore ment 
voder publike: pretences to preucnt priuate. miſe 
cheifes : ſome blamedthe Emperors credulytie of 
thecoofcning ſort of Magy : ſome affirmed he was 
quite dritratted, and ſome dared exclaime, that 
tearing he knew not what, he would ruine the 


Common-wealth, and Butcher vp his. Children, 


as he had done before: Theſe ſpecches had diuers 
eft:&s both with cMengrelins and Trezobo- 
ro, the father aſſuring. it a praiſe of defamation, 


and. the ſonne ſuſpeRing his fathers. crucitie;, 


which was the more. greeuous vato him, becauſe 
he had deſerucd fo well: fo thar now to fecure 


himſelfe he was eoforced. to ſtand on his Guard, 
Trezoboro- andthat incited the Z-yperor to proclaime him Tia- 
wm Armes & tor,the {cucritie of which edit deuided the king- 
proclaimed dome, and an. vnnaturall Ciuecll warre enfned, 


wherein many ſtratagems and: Turmoyles diflo- 
cared che Pillars & ſtayes of the'Empter : for Men- 


grelius with his yceres grew wilfullz irregular, 


and dangerous, miſtruſting his moſt truſty Ser- 
Yants ; and when any dared to requelt a Pacificati- 
ON, 
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on,he would notabide it « His Mother and Wife 
were irckſome,and all things at home framedthem 
{clucs to the vnframing his quiet. Abroad he was 
ſure the Cities would regard their preſeruation to 
come. The diſcontented perſons wouldadbere 
to his Sonne,as well coauoyde the Lawes penall a- 
gainſt chem,as in hope of xecompence and reward, 
The Noble men and Genrric, by reaſon of former 
negleR, would queſtionleſſe make themſ-lues ac- 
ceptable to the Prince. Some yetaduanced,would 
not degenerate : and others in Officeor Account, 
for chejrownſafcties would continue alleageance: 
with theſe, & ſuch,whom the very name of Ewmpercy 
muſtred vp,he made an depen ink, 0k and 
in his owne perſon performing ations beyond cx- 
peRation, ſtrengrhned the opinion of ſuch, as 
ſtood waucring betwixt duty and pitry, 

But when T rezoboro perceiucd, that hee which 
ſtandeth oncly on defence, is farte from ViRorie, 
hee then ſhewed his Father the force of a mighty 
Arme; with which he held outa long time: bur 
at laſt, was cotnpelled to retire to Pelaginwn, a place 
defigned him for his Eſtate, and conuenient for 
ViQualingand relicuing his Armic, Hither did 
Mengrelius proſecute him, and Treobores flight 
ſomwhatouerſwayed the common opinion,neucr 
ccrtaine, bur in yncertaintiess ſo thatthe Emperor 
ſcemed chearcd with his good procecdings, 8 bis 
Sonnes tryall z whereupon ſomewhat cunningly 
thinking toprefſe the Encmie, whule'they were 
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yeelding, hee proclaymed Pardon to all thoſe, 
Which would forſake the Prince: the reſt he de- 
nounced guiltie of the Crime of Mateſtie : Then 
iccmed he to dally with crucltic, promifing one 
hundred Tallents to any would bring him in dead 
or a liue ; and aft of all, enceuntred with his forces 
to great adnamazge, which Trczeboro-perceiuing 
wou!ld 13 time worcke him out, and that his retat- 
dance gaue libertic for a Raſſiar Armic-to helpe 
his father, he diſpatched a meſſenger to CAnFwtes 
ms, and an other to-Opacus of Capadocia, who by 
reaſon ofthe Emperors ieloſie and ſtomach againſt 
them, asthe cauſes ofhis feare, were nor yſed, nor 
fent yato.in theirlate croables, and therefore con- 
ceiuing they-were negleCed or deſpiſed, a diſplea- 
fureacoſc againfl Hengprelzys, andthis. opportu- 
nitic made then the willinger to ioyne with the 
Prince: cipecially .AnFitemms, who with fourc 
legions of old ſoldiers came in perſon to his ayde: 
as for Opacus, from Phrrgia, Lidia, and his owne 
kingdome,he madean Armie of one hundred: 20, 
Thouſand, and ganc the Honor of their conduGt 
to Delanoa man of experience, great yeeres, fand 
well beloned,; yet ſupprefied from aJuancement,by 
reaſon Cuprax the ſonne ofthe Duke of Pantalia; 
ſcemed a fauorite in Courte, and would have 
drawnethe managing of Martiall aftayrcs to him 
ſelfe, h2d notTFcobero by name entreated for De- 
lano, and the Soldiers compelled ont ef their 
Country difclaimed any ethce. .

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BVewhen Mengrelius wnderſtood, that An7/» 
tems was come himſelfe, a ſodaine trembliag 
diſproportioned his foumer Courage, and . the 
Ocacle (like a helliſh- viſion appearing) mightely 
perplexed him, and was indeed the author of 
ſtrange courſes, which ar laſt oxerturned his good.

which CAnzitmas teoke the aduantapge-of and 
encountered withthe reſt in ſollemne manner of 
hoſtillitic, fo thata terrible fight began, and a lit- 
tle time oucrlooked a dangerous conflit : in 
which the viQory was a mournfull Triumph:

ſter,) hee ſet forward amightier Armicthen the 
firſt; which inſborctime confronted his Aduerſc- 
ries, who were comming forwatd apace to take 
poſicſsion of the Citties : So that nothing was to 
be expected, bur forcible and confuſed Prophana- 
tion both of loue and dutie; wherefore they gaue 
Reaenge fall ſcope to make one day of death for

But when Arz#temns had time to ouerlooke; and 
know it was Mengrelius,vnkinde remembrance con- 
founded him with forrowat the accident, and curſed 
the hand, that yer pleaded ignorance in the deed 3 re- 
mayning confounded, yntill the rumour andenter- 
courſe of people brought Trezoborothither : at laſt 
came Cal:ſthezes, Orchanes, Yardnbax : atlaft came 
the reſt; ail more troubled with griefe, thea proud of 
their owne quietneſle-+ ſo that the ViRorie repreſen- 
ecd yariety of Diſcomfort,rather then ſolemnity of a 
Triumph: For what with recording thoſe many Ver- 
tucsabounding in him, whereof euery one had bouns 
rifully participated;and the preſent ſpeacle ſo full of 
remorſe,thcy ſorrowed beyond meaſure,and Trezo- 
borowas compelled to make his-entrance into the Em- 
pire with incongruent, demeanour, & had celebrated 
(ifthe State would haue permitted it)with one folem- 
nity his fathers Excquies, and his owne Coronation,

Theſe matters had the etfeft of diligence and loy- 
alty,& Philiranus came fortunately into Armenia, 8 
informedebe Owcene of all occurrevts, with the plau-

the intermixtion of contraries, kepthe from the full 


- entertainement of joy; ſo that het Fathers Cataſtro- 


phe extinguiſhed the delightof her Brothers aduance- 
ment: to which an other home miſchicfe was added, 
the returne of Cleonides, who preſuming on the ab- 
ſence of Anzitemus, and the Nawe ynder 'P:/orus,en- 
tred the Confines of Armenra,and attempred a ridi- 
culous Inoouation.'

ouerburdned, hee ſaw fourteene caſt ito the Sea, as 
ſuppoling it the neare!t wayto Heauen, through the 


reflexion the Heauens made in the Water: On this-- 
by great chaunce he got, and was toffed too and fro - 
with the Billowes, as1f Deſtruioa meant to make a 


Game of his danger: at laſt after rwo dayes, hee was 
driuen on a fandic [land not farre from the Continent 


of Perſia; wherein he muſ-d at his owne ignorance, 


that hauing ſolong time ſcowred all the coaſt of the 
Hircanian Sca, hee was yet ynacquainted with this 
place. 


Heere a very inſtin.& of Nature put him to his 
ſhiftes,and by ſtriking two Flintes on certaine Reeds 
lyiog inthe place,he ſhuffled yp a Fire; whoſe efteQs 
madetbe recurne of warmth and ſtrength, the main- 
trainers of life: at which the inhabitants (who were 
onely Seruants aud Officers attending on the Prieſtes 
heere l'uing) woadred, who had preſumed without 
order of C-remony,to diſhonour the place: For this. 
was called the 1/azd of Fire, aud had two Chappels 
thercin; one dedicated io Yulcans, the other to the: 
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- Sunn; in which aſter the Perſiarrmanner,the Pricſtes 
- were appoyated to liue, who onely had power to 
- giueleaueto the Inhabitants ro make their Fiers for 
.necelcities ſake; which-yet- was not done without, 
preſence ofa Religious man : Whercvypon they ap- 
prehended Clconidas, and brought him to Sicambnus 
| the Archprisſt in the ſame manacec they found him: 
Burtwhen with an extraordinary courage inthe Sir7av 
language (becauſc hee was to. ſpeaketoa man of his 
profeſsion)he diſcouered him ſelfe, and that Sicambus 
ynuciled his ignorance, remembring hee had ſeenc 
bim with Aſtrages:in Perſia, & by many meanes heard 
of his fame,he comforted himthe beſt hee could ; but 
the beſt he could, preuented not aſtrange Sickneſle, 
which with an vokind detention kept him full ewo 
yeares reticred, and.confirmed their opinion, which 
ſuppoicd him periſhed: intheend, the firmeneſle of 
his compleat manhood, and well ſeaſoned body,ouer- 
maiſtred thetiranny,and he recouered both in health 
and reformation : for after his penicency had prote- 
ſted a remorce of the ation againſt Artabazes, and 
abtured his ill manner of life; the religious Father 
cheared himwith the comfort, which tollowes true 
repentance, and by examples confirmed his williug- 
nefle ro amendment. Vponthis, they appoyatedto 
g0c into Perfie, and accordingly ariued at SuJzara 
much about the time Arzitemss formunes were pub. 
iſhed through 4/iq; which he rather woendred, then 
 Romakedax, not doubtiag to make his peacc and re- 
:confiliation, which his hope ſuppoſed by Zaleppos 
- mcanes (when the Perſian Embaſſadours went to 4r- 
| | 4 " Menia) 
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 *1ep1a)to bring to paſſe; But their returne certified 
cArzitemns ſlight anſwere inthat bebalfe, and hee 
{mothercd the indignation for atime; bur ynable to 
ſuppreſle it, gaue Libertie at laſt, to burſt foorth into 
flames of Deſpighr,and io this manner proceeded. 
Certaine ſummes of Mony disburſcd for 4fiages, 
he demaunded of the Queene Roxana: which awbilc 
 bred{crople and,doubr, by rcaſon of their Articles 
with Anzicemns and Artabanus3 yet after alittle de- 
batiog, they were repayed with aplenary cancelling 
of all accounts: For being a matter chancing before 
this new Contra, and in her Fathers behalfe, ſhece 
thought it diſhonorable to erifle himoutwith deui- 
ſes orexcuſes . Many of his Souldiers ferled tn their 
Townes, which the balt of his bufines permitted not 
to carry with bim,he requzlted againe: This was left 
to their owne defires, becauſe in this ſpace maried, 
and brought 'vp-amongſt them, they would nor 
ſeeme to baniſh them by compulſion: So the moſt of 
them louing Spoyles better then Pay, haſted to Cleo- 
#idas, 'W ith this Mony and this Supply, he depar- 
ted to his owne land, and gathering his Fricnds and 
Confederars topcather, with fourty fayle of well-ap- 
pointed Ships, and fiftic Hulks for the tranſportation 
of his Army, he tooke the aduantage of the Wiogs 
abſence in the 7 rebiondian Warres, and made ſpeed 
for 4rmenia,landing his Forces at fuch time, as X'a- 
zopletus and Pelorus werereturned from Hfnzittmus; 
.and Philtranns came with direQtions to attende the 
' Queene Briſacatoher Morher . Bat this they were 
ignoraint of,and diucrs vaſetled Humors, as idle per- 
£23 "ſons, 
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ſons, and endangered to the Law; vpon the rumour 


of C/conides ariuall,to the number of foureteene thou- 
ſand, madea head innature of Purticeans, and certi- 


fied, they were ready,and refolucd to joyne with him 


for their hearts and diſcontentmears, had engaged 
themalready; asif they meant to giue this notice, 
that in the beſt Hinethere be Drones and robbers of 
them thar labour: buras their willingoes fer them for- 
ward, their forwardnes puld them backe, as diforde- 
red without a Head,and hauing bad intelligence: For 
the vnlooktfor comming of Kazopletns ouertooke 
them with that ſpecd,that Cleoxnidas had ſcarcenotice, 
before the diſtration diſperſed and Iuſtice quickly. 
{courged them all, 

hus was this fanaticall Company diſcomfited, 
and Cleonidas in a manner as ſoone onerthrowne : 
For vpon report, how Miſchance had put on a dou- 


ble viſage againſt him, he made a retreat to his Ships; 


but ere he could houſc his men, KaFopletns by Jand, 
and Peloras by Sca,had fo hemndhim in,thar though 
irprooucd agallant and tedious Skirmiſh, full efob- 


{cruation and example; yer his Flecte was ſuncke and _ 
diſsipated, his Companies quite defcated, and him , 
felfe takes prifoner,and ſent to Sagarena, where Bri-. 
FacaRept her Court; bur ſhee vowilling to proceed 


againſt him without direQtions from-_/ nFrtemms, by 
the counſaile of Euphamia,commitred hini to VV ard 
in the ſame place,where his Father had once beſiedg- 

cd the beautious eLtaxata, - 
W ken Cleonidas ſaw him felfe thus diſappoynted 
and captiued,and thatthe laſt Ale of his Tragedy was 
| in 
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_ -in hand,to which the Gates of Shame and Death; or 
Death with the ſhame ſtood onely open, hee made it a 
matter of ſome repining : yet as aman of excellent 
Reſolution, hee neither ſeemed much ditmayed, or 
abared: For tocowplaine of Godes, or Men, of For- 


tune,or the World, hethought it a property of ſuch, 


as defiredto live, Againe,to craue pardone, ſue to 
Friends,and make baſe Submiſsion, hee imputed to 
{uch as feared to die;ſo thar Death appeared now like 
a welcome Friend, if the reproch might be raken a- 
way,which made ſuch an impreſsion, that he prote- 
ſted UnFiremwus ſhould not triumph in his diſgrace, 
nor vſe his liniog body contumelioufly : yer when 
there ſcemed want of meanes to cfict& this glorious 
Ate (as hee ſuppoled)becing left deſtitute of all pro« 
wiſion,hee then boyled for very rage, and was enfor- 
cedto coole him fſelfe with a Cup of cold Water; 
which working a better temperature, ſomewhat re- 
duced him, and then he reprehended his dulneſſe, 
that conceiued not the infinite wayes, whereat Death 
might make her entrance;; wherevpon with circum- 
ſpe&in(as if Deſperatneſſe meantto intreatber con- 
trary- aduiſc) hee ſearched about the Chamber, at 
laſt finding a ryſing 1n'the W all, where a Fliur ſho- 


uedout his Corner, with a waine carecre he daſhed The death of 
out his braines,leauing rather exampie of Manhcd, ( ſeomaas, 


then Conſcience. 
W ith che death of Cleon;das,remayned _Armenia 
fully quieted,and Br/z4ca without further ſuſpition, 
wight prepare for her progreſſe; to which che 1n- 
duitry of Philtranas, and the cutie of her es 
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added ontward Ritches.and Pompe; nor: was flies 
behindethem for State and Maisſtie : So that ſhee ſer 
forward totheirToy. and Amazement from whence 
ſhee came, 8to their Delight & Contentment, to 
whom ſhee went, But when erzitewmns ynderitood 
of Cleonides death, hee tooke the newes (as it were 
in1l part,) becauſe hee thought him ſelfe.difappoyn- 
ted of agreat deale of Honour in the courſes-meant 
toward him : yet ballanſing the aſſurance ofthis owne 
Pcaceandquictnes withall, hee gaue way to more._. 
ſcaſonaþle.defires, and.ſcemed fatisfied with the 
wantonnefle of che timc,andthe pleaſure ofthe place, 
which delighted with varictic : ſo that if his owne 
:mportunities had not compelled. his returne into 
Armenia, hee might yery eaſily haue yſurped the 
flicitic of another Kingdome, . oo
